CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., Oct. 
23—-A Navy Vanguard mis- 
sile, the rocket designed to carry 
the United States into the satellite 
race, soared to a height of 109 
miles today in an “‘extremely suc- 
cessful”’ test flight. 


The Defense Department in 
Washington said the rocket went 
considerably higher and reached 
a greater speed—4,250 miles an 
hour—than expected. 

4,000 MILES UP? 

Also in Washington the Air 
Force said tonight it has success- 
fully fired a rocket high above 
the Pacific in project “Far Side’’ 
—after four failures. 

However, the Air Force would 
not confirm a report by the Los 
Angeles Examiner that the rocket 
soared 4,000 miles above the 
earth. The newspaper said the 
four-stage rocket was sent aloft 
from a balloon at an altitude of 
100,000 feet over Eniwetok Island. 


The spokesman said, however, 
that scientists are almost certain 
the rocket exceeded 1,000 miles. 
This would be a world record for 
any man-made object and almost 
twice as high as Russia’s earth 
satellite ever reached.

The Air Force said the success- 
ful test took place Oct. 21 and 
“extensive data was obtained.”’ 

The Vanguard exhausted its fuel 
and fell into the Atlantic 328 miles 
off thé Florida coast, the Defense 
Department said. The firing was 
called “extremely successful.”’ 

The slender missile, 72-feet long 
and shaped like a huge rifle car- 
tridge, streaked straight up 
through drizzling skies at a very 
high speed. Trailing orange and 
white flame, it remained visible 
only a few seconds before it van- 
ished in a heavy cloudbank.

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Country Relieved 
As Brownell Quits 


Resignation of Atty. Gen. Herbert 
Brownell Jr. will bring a sigh of relief 
from many parts of the country, especially 
from the South. An original member of 
the Eisenhower “team,” Brownell’s mani- 
pulation of the attorney general’s office 
for obvious political purposes long ago 
made his usefulness to the country and 
to the administration a doubtful matter. 


Although publicly the President ex- 
pressed deep regret over the resignation, 
he, too, must have been relieved. Re- 
gardiess of one’s personal views about 
the Little Rock situation, Brownell was 
the chief architect of the policies for 
which the President must answer to Con- 
gress—a Congress which has demon- 
strated it can wreck the President’s pro- 
grams. 

Brownell gets much of the credit, 
too, for the whole desegregation muddle 
which has so divided the country and 
diverted its energies into negative chan- 
nels destructive of the common good. 
While his resignation will not change the 
Supreme Court decision, it is hoped that 
his successor, Wiliam P. Rogers, will not 
be so intent on politics and will be 
more concerned with sensible approaches 
other than force. 

Brownell was responsible for mislead- 
ing the President on the explosive and 
dangerous Civil Rights Bill in the last 
Congress. Until its real purposes were ex- 
plained to him by Sen. Russell and others, 
Mr. Eisenhower had only a vague under- 
standing of its real scope. 

There may be some significance in the 
fact the resignation comes only a few 
months before the New York guberna- 
torial race. Although Brownell has de- 
nied any ambitions to seek the GOP nomi- 
nation, he will be in a good position to 
do so. 

Whatever may be Brownell’s future, 
the Eisenhower administration will be 
stronger without him, especially with a 
Democratic Congress dominated by South- 
erners and others whom the attorney gen- 
eral so recklessly daubed with the “trea- 
son” smear in two campaigns. 

In naming Rogers, let’s hope that the 
President has chosen a man who not only 
can establish better relations with Con- 
gress but one who will not add to the 
divisive trend which threatens to wreck 
Eisenhower's second term.

United Nations Hailed 
On Twelfth Birthday 


Today is the twelfth birthday of the 
United Nations. As on its natal day, the 
world is still in crisis. The organization 
has not been able to accomplish all the 
goals set for it. But there is no war and 
in that lies the U.N.’s greatest victory. 

In practice the United Nations has 
become a great world forum for mobi- 
lizing public opinion. It has no power 
to levy taxes, to make laws, to issue 
currency or to draft soldiers. Its great- 
est contribution to world peace and _ to 
eventual settlement of international prob- 
lems is its power to persuade. 

During the past year, the United Na- 
tions prevented what might have be- 
come a major war through acting quickly 
and decisively in the Middle East and 
Suez crises. It succeeded in clearing the 
blocked Suez Canal in record time and 
established the first United Nations po- 
lice force along the borders of Israel and 
Egypt. The latter is in the nature of a 
pilot project, offering vast opportuni- 
ties for development of a world emer- 
way br lb to prevent armed hostilities.

In 1945, World War II cost each 


American $633.57. Last year the United 


Nations cost each American citizen less 
than 50 cents—less than a penny a week. 
That seems a small price to pay for in- 
surance for peace and to build toward 
ultimate security from nuclear destruc- 
tion. 

On its twelfth birthday, the United 
Nations continues to grow in stature. 
As imperfect as it is, it offers the best 
hope for eventual understanding among 
all countries that war offers no solution 
to the ills of mankind.

Kaolin’s Big ‘Whiteway’ 
Can Be Made Brighter. 


Washington County, a hub of Geore 
gia’s multimillion-dollar kaolin produc- 
tion area, is in the midst of a three-day 
festival which salutes its industrial clay 
as the “Whiteway to Prosperity.” 

There is good reason for pointing 
with pride to Georgia’s kaolin mines. 
This state is the nation’s largest producer 
of the type of kaolin the paper industry 
employs as a filler and coating. Other 
users include the pottery and rubber in- 
dustries, refractory manufacturers and 
producers of adhesives, cement, insecti- 
cides, linoleum, paint and oilcloth. 

Kaolin is a potentially powerful lure 
that should be expoited to the fullest in 
the state’s drive for new industries. An 
estimated 90 per cent of the clay mined 
in Georgia is being exported to manu- 
facturers elsewhere. It would be to the 
advantage of industrial consumers and to 
the state’s economy for plants, especially 
the secondary ones that supply the large 
manufacturers, to be located near the 
source of material for their finished 
product. 


The festival at Sandersville can fur- 
ther light the area’s whiteway to pros- 
perity through emphasizing the need for 
action in collecting these additional divi- 
dends from kaolin that the state is miss- 
ing.

The diptheria outbreak in 
Fayette County apparently began 
to abate Wednesday. 

As a State Health Departmen 
team organized a clinic in Fay- 
etteville, Grady Hospital in At- 
lanta reported that there had 
been no new admissions since 
noon Wednesday. There were two 
deaths on Tuesday. 

The critical list, which had 
foug children on it Tuesday, was 
reduced to one, and officials said 
that the one child in critical con- 
dition was improving. The other 
children are in fair condition, with 
a few classified as poor.

HARRIMAN, N.Y., Oct. 23—Many working wom- 
en are better mothers because they work, the Na- 
tional Manpower Council was told here by a woman 


professor. 


The educator is Dr. Frances 
L. Feldman, associate profes- 
sor in the School of Social Work 
at the University of Southern 
California. She declared that in 
addition to their roles of wives 
and mothers, some women need 
to enter other fields of activity 
for complete satisfaction. 

Many women derive such sat- 
isfaction from social contacts 
or civic activities or in paid 
work and return to their fami- 
lies stimulated and eager to re- 
join them, Dr. Feldman con- 
tended. She asserted that “‘such 
mothers may have as much to 
give the child as though they 
did not work.” 

Dr: Feldman’s views were 
discussed by 90 leaders in a 
variety of fields attending ses- 
sions this week at Columbia 
University’s Arden House. 

The social scientist empha- 
sized that the employment of 
mothers is not universally bene- 
ficial from the viewpoint of 
children. 

“There is no doubt,” she ex- 
plained, “that many families 
pay a penalty if the wife works. 
Such children not only need the 
mother at home when the child 
is, but they need also the se- 
curity of knowing she is there 
even when the child is not.”’ 

The result for the children 
will be on the positive side, Dr. 


She presented a paper on “Work in the 
Lives of Married Women.” 


Feldman continued, only if the 
mother ‘‘derives some satisfac- 
tion ovt of working and if her 


relationships with the children 
have consistency, affection, 
warmth and understanding.” 

In such cases, she said, the 
mother’s motives for working 
must be realistic and not neu- 
rotic,

Celery and carrots also add 
their color and flavor to the 
list. 


Lettuce and tomatoes have 
fallen in quality this week due 
to rains. 

A new crop of citrus fruit 
has just come in straight from 
the orchards and is jam-packed 
with flavor plus vitamin C. 


APPLES RIDE HIGH 

Apples are still riding high 
on their trail of glory, while 
fresh chestnuts, dates and per- 


placed.on this glory trail be- 
cause of their low price and 
good eating. 

As usual, fresh pork is in- 
creasing in supply and decreas- 
ing in price as fall moves into 
winter. The price is expected 
to keep dropping for a while. 
Bacon, fresh sausage, fresh 
shoulder picnics and smoked 
picnics are all good pork 
choices this week.

Pumpkins, the talk of the 
grocery store this week and 
next, were grown by the In- 
dians long before Columbus ar- 
rived on these shores. There 
is no record, however, that they 
were used then to delight the 
children at Halloween. 


Before the white man came 


earliest Americans even thought 
the blossoms were sacred. 

In buying a pumpkin choose 
one that is heavy for its size. 
The rind should be smooth and 
free from blemishes and discol- 
orations. Very large pumpkins 
often have stringy, coarse flesh 
and are less sweet. 


STORING PUMPKINS 


Pumpkins keep well for 
months in a moderately cool, 
dry place at a temperature 
around 50 to 53 degrees. If 
they are to be stored for sev- 
eral months select those which 
are unbruised and which have 
the stem attached. 

Keep cooked pumkpin in a 
covered container in the refrig- 
erator used within two or three 
days after cooked. 

To cook pumpkin, wash, peel, 
and cut into small pieces. For 
best flavor, pieces should be 
boiled until tender in a small 


amount of water, then put 
through a sieve or blender. 
Pumpkin is ideal in custards 
and cookies as well as pies. 
Pumpkins can also be frozen 
successfully. 

Here’s a pie of the jack-o-lan- 
tern fruit that is sure to delight 
the children instead of scaring 
them. 

PUMPKIN CHIFFON PIE 

3 beaten egg yolks 

%, cup brown sugar 
1% cups pumpkin 
l, cups milk 
il, tsp. salt 
l tsp. cinnamon 
1, tsp. nutmeg 
l env. gelatin 
4 cup cold water 
3 stiffly beaten ege whites 
cup granulated sar 

‘Combine egg yolks, brown 
sugar, milk, salt, and spice. 
Cook in double boiler until thick, 
stirring constantly. Soak gela- 
tin in cold water, stir into hot 
mixture. Chill until partly set. 

Beat egg whites, add granu- 
lated sugar and beat until stiff. 
Fold into gelatin mixture. Pour 
into pie shell and chill until set. 
Garnish with whipped cream. 
Makes one big pie or eight in- 
dividual pies.

We were in Tallahassee when the Talquin Dam 
went out under the pressure of heavy flood 
waters. The sudden flood roared over the high- 
way, washing off cars and re 
portedly drowned several motor- 
ists. No one seems to have 
learned how many fishermen 
were down river and trapped 
under the wall of water. 

If the dam had waited just 
one day to blow, I'd have been 
either on the lake or fishing the 
river below it — possibly for a 
quick trip to the Gulf.
